MOST  GRADUATES  ENTER 

LEADING  EASTERN  COLLEGES 


Governor  Dummer  Academy  opened  its 
189th  year  with  a  capacity  enrollment  of 
more  than  two  hundred  boys. 

This  year  twenty  states  and  four  foreign 
countries  are  represented  on  the  Academy's 
roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  resident  students  come  from  outside  New 
England. 

There  are  twenty-eight  from  New  York; 
Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  each  have  ten; 
and  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  each  have 
nine.  There  are  five  from  Rhode  Island,  four 
from  Illinois,  and  three  from  Ohio.  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania  are  represented  by  two  each, 
and  California,  Delaware,  Indiana,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Missouri,  Texas,  Vermont,  and 
Virginia  each  have  one. 

The  four  foreign  countries  represented  are 
Bermuda,  Italy,  Peru,  and  Puerto  Rico. 


GLEE  CLUB  PARTICIPATES  IN 

SYMPHONY  HALL  MUSIC  FESTIVAL 


On  Sunday  afternoon,  March  2,  the  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Glee  Club  participated  in  the 
seventh  annual  concert  of  the  New  England 
Preparatory  School  Music  Festival  Chorus 
at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston.  The  combined 
glee  clubs  oi  several  New  England  prepara- 
tory schools  presented  Randall  Thompson's 
Alleluia,  Mozart's  Eine  Kleine  Nachtmusik 
and  Sonata  in  C  Major  for  Organ,  and  Three 
Chorales  and  Choruses  from  "The  Mass  in 
B  Minor"  by  Bach. 

The  chorus  of  320  voices  was  accompanied 
by  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches- 
tra and  conducted  by  G.  Wallace  Woodworth, 
director  of  the  Harvard  Glee  Club. 

Besides  Governor  Dummer,  the  participat- 
ing schools  were  the  Beaver  Country  Day 
School,  Dana  Hall  School,  Groton  School, 
Milton  Academy,  The  Phillips  Exeter  Acad- 
emy, Walnut  Hill  School,  and  The  Winsor 
School. 


The  quality  of  scholastic  work  performed 
by  a  school  is  shown  not  only  by  the  propor- 
tion of  her  students  who  secure  admission  to 
college,  but  fully  as  much  by  the  type  of  col- 
lege most  of  her  graduates  enter. 

The  school  is,  therefore,  proud  of  the  fol- 
lowing study,  which  shows  which  colleges  the 
largest  number  of  Governor  Dummer  gradu- 
ates have  entered  during  the  past  six  years, 
that  is,  since  the  end  of  the  war  permitted 
free  choice  of  colleges. 

The  study  also  shows  that  the  Academy 
does  not  prepare  exclusively  for  two  or  three 
colleges.  Instead,  the  school's  graduates  are 
widely  distributed.

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GREAT  BOOKS  COURSE  ADDED 

AS  SENIOR  HONORS  COURSE 


DR.  J.  ROSWELL  GALLAGHER 

TALKS  AT  PARENTS'  DAY  DINNER 


For  many  years  Mr.  Thomas  McC.  Mercer, 
head  of  the  English  department,  has  given 
an  advanced  senior  English  course  known 
simply  as  English  4A.  Membership  in  this 
section  has  been  by  invitation. 

The  course  has  always  emphasized  the 
study  of  literature  rather  than  composition 
work  and  has  provided  an  opportunity  for 
advanced  reading.  This  year  Mr.  Mercer  and 
Mr.  Murphy,  who  have  been  interested  in  The 
Great  Books  course  for  several  years,  have 
been  in  correspondence  with  St.  John's  Col- 
lege of  Annapolis,  Maryland,  where  the 
movement  started,  and  with  The  Great  Books 
Foundation  of  Chicago  and  have  found  some 
ninety    books    available    in    suitable    editions. 

Fourteen  boys  took  the  course  this  year 
under  Mr.  Mercer.  During  the  fall  they  read 
Aristotle's  Poetics,  Sophocle's  Oedipus  Rex, 
and  Homer's  Odyssey.  The  class  discussion 
seeks  to  bring  out  why  these  are  great  books 
and  what  influence  they  have  on  man's 
thought.  The  discussion,  Mr.  Mercer  reports, 
is  sometimes  heated,  and  a  great  deal  of  in- 
tellectual curiosity  is  aroused. 

The  selection  of  books  is  left  to  the  class. 
Class  interest  indicates  Plato,  Racine,  O'Neill, 
and  Shakespeare  as  probable  choices.  About 
fifteen  books  are  read  and  discussed  during 
the  year,  and  each  boy  is  required  to  write  a 
critical  paper  on  each  book. 


EXTENSION  OF  MORSE  FIELD 

PROVIDES  ADDITIONAL  GRIDIRON 


During  the  past  year  an  additional  ath- 
letic field  has  been  constructed  in  the  area 
east  of  Middle  Street  between  Perkins  Hall 
and  the  Alumni  Gymnasium.  The  grade  of  the 
new  field  is  continuous  with  that  of  Morse 
Field,  giving  a  quarter  mile  of  an  uninterrupt- 
ed sweep  of  lawn  from  the  Turnpike  to  Middle 
Street. 

Since  the  ground  back  of  Perkins  and 
along  Middle  Street  is  somewhat  higher  than 
the  level  of  Morse  field,  considerable  excava- 
tion occurred  in  that  area,  giving  a  bowl-like 
effect  to  the  new  field  and  providing  material 
for  a  generous  extension  on  the  north  end 
of  the  J.  V.  field,  where  the  goal  posts  former- 
ly stood  uncomfortably  close  to  the  edge  of 
the  banking. 


The  fifth  annual  Parents'  Day,  on  Octo- 
ber 20,  drew  a  record  attendance  of  three 
hundred  and  six  parents  to  the  Academy. 
The  purpose  of  the  day  is  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  the  parents  to  meet  the 
faculty  and  each  other. 

After  the  regular  school  luncheon,  the 
parents  were  treated  to  a  full  program  of 
athletic  events.  The  Governor  Dummer  var- 
sity soccer,  J.V.  soccer,  and  varsity  football 
teams  played  the  teams  of  Milton  Academy, 
and  the  Pony  football  team  played  the  Em- 
erson school  team.  An  informal  reception 
in  the  Cobb  Room  followed  the  varsity 
football    game. 

In  the  evening,  the  dinner  for  parents, 
boys,  and  faculty  was  served  in  the  new 
Alumni  Gymnasium  with  a  short  speaking 
program  following.  Mr.  Eames  presided  and 
welcomed  the  guests.  Mr.  Thomas  McC.  Mer- 
cer, head  of  the  English  department,  spoke 
informally,  and  Dr.  J.  Roswell  Gallagher, 
whose  son  John  graduated  from  the  Academy 
in  1950,  was  the  guest  speaker.  Formerly 
school  physician  at  the  Hill  School  and  for 
sixteen  years  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
Dr.  Gallagher  has  been  appointed  this  year 
head  of  the  new  Adolescent  Services  unit  at 
the  Children's  Medical  Center,  Boston.  Last 
October  Atlantic-Little  Brown  published  his 
new  book,  "Understanding  Your  Son's  Ado- 
lescence".

Some  have  been  forced  to  limit 
their  extensive  facilities  to  intramural  play 
in  order  to  guard  their  scholastic  standing. 

Good  sportsmanship  has  always  been 
stressed  in  the  private  preparatory  schools; 
and  fortunately,  gamblers  have  not  intruded 
in  their  athletic  programs.  We  must  make 
every  endeavor  to  uphold  these  high  stand- 
ards, and  continue  to  have  our  athletic  teams 
noted  for  good  sportsmanship.
